erage; its foes voiced criticism and 
w'arning. 
Five minutes after beer became 
legal at midnight, a big truck, gay 
with festoons, rumbled to the serv- 
ive 
entrance of the White House, 
bearing tw’o cases—a brewer’s gift 
to the president. Mr. Roosevelt, who 
had 
retired, has indicated he will 
give the beer to 
friends. 
On Broadway, New Yorkers pa-j 
raded 
behind 
a 
hearse 
lettered 
"near beer is dead.” The brewers of 
the metropolis had refused to de­ 
liver before 6 a. m. but by 1 a. m.

attitude might be, but they did ex­ 
pect the measure to be modified in 
the house, if taken up there, prob­ 
ably to make the work week 36 
hours. 
Roosevelt was

legislation pending further study. 
The modification to 36 hours was 
proposed by Robinson of Arkansas, 
Democratic leader, but it was beat­ 
en, 48 to 40, with 35 Democrats. 
13 Republicans and one Farmer-La­ 
bor voting against it. Robinson had 
predicted the 36-hour week would 
be acceptable to the President. 
Advocates of the bill argued it 
would

jobless

Into employment on a share-work 
basis and that it would be upheld 
by the supreme court despite the

holding the child labor law uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Opponents claimed it was "glar­

result In increased unemployment, 
confusion and discrimination.

der penalty of $200 fine or three 
month’s in prison, or both, any ar­ 
ticle "produced or manufactured in 
any

ing establishment situated in the 
United States, in which any per­ 
son was employed to work more 
than five days in any week or 
more than six hours in any day.” 
The secretary of labor would be

Bodies of Mrs. Bengert and the 
two children were found yesterday 
bj her husband, Carl, as he return­ 
ed to the home hoping to effect a 
reconciliation 
with his 
wife.

said he had left the house Tues­ 
day after a quarrel brought about

Bedford’s

He also found Bedford, un­ 
conscious, in the gas-filled kitchen. 
Revived in a hospital, Bedford at 
first said he believed he had been 
poisoned 
while 
eating lunch 
and 
that he supposed the poisoner took 
the lives of the three Bengerts. 
Today, however, Prosecutor Jonk­ 
man said Bedford confessed that he 
became Incensed when Mrs. Ben­ 
gert, to whom he had made love, 
told him, "Pll never live with you 
and I w'on’t go back to my hus­ 
band." 
"I got a piece of cord," the prose­

quoted 
Bedford 
as 
saying, 
"and

her neck 
until she was dead. 
Then I came 
downstairs and found Carl.

PREDICT SUN BE 
COLDER TWO YEARS 


By F. B. COLTO.V, 
Associa ted Press Science Writer 


W’ASHINGTON, April 7.~-A pre­ 
diction that the sun will be colder 
for the next two years, with the 
possibility the earth will be a ffect­ 
ed in a way as yet unknown, was 
issued 
today 
by 
the 
Smithsonia n 
Institution. 


For the next 24 months, said Dr. 
Charles G. Abbot, secreta ry of the 
institution, 
the 
hea t 
that 
issues 
from the sun and ma kes life pos­ 
sible 
on earth 
will he somewha t 
below normal. 
This does not neces­ 
sa rily mean tha t the earth will have 
two cold years, for earthly wea ther 
is affected by ma ny Influences be­ 
sides the sun’s heat. However, It 
is believed the cold yea rs on the 
sun must have some effect on the 
earth, though wha t it will be is 
unpredictable. 
Dr. Abbot a lready has had some 
success a s a predictor of the sun's 
“ wea ther.” 
In 19 30 he foreca st two 
warm yea rs on the sun, which in 
general has been fulfilled. 
Meas­ 
urements ha ve shown tha t the sun 
has 
been giving out considerably 
more hea t than normal since then. 
The 
long-range 
predictions 
of 
warm and cold periods on the sun 
are first steps toward a goal of 
accura te 
long-range 
wea ther 
fore­ 
ca sts for the earth. 
They enable 
scientists to foreca st one important 
fa ctor in ea rthly weather, but ways 
a lso must be found to predict the 
Influence of other factors, such as 
wdnds, 
clouds, 
snow\ 
humidity, 
ocea n 
currents 
and 
temperatures, 
vegeta tion, mountains and deserts. 
Dr. Abbot’s prediction is based on 
long study of periodical rises and 
falls 
in 
the 
sun’s 
heat. 
He 
has 
found that there are seven such 
fluctuations 
of 
different 
lengths. 
Seven, eight, 11, 21, 25, 45 and 68 
months. 
In making the two-year 
prediction he combined the expected 
trends of all these different periods 
into one genera l curv'e tha t showed 
a two-year iipw^ard trend.

The battle over whether Oklahoma 
shall have legal beer shifted into 
the sta te sena te today following a 
triumph by the wets in the house 
of representa tives. 
By a bare 
majority of Its 
118 
members, the house late yesterday 
passed the 
bill lega lizing 3.2 per 
cent beer. The vote was 60 to 54. 
The bill was sent immediately to 
th>e sena te, where a dvoca tes of the 
foamy bevera ge girded for an ef­ 
fort to adva nce it without 
refer­ 
ence to committee. Stormy sailing 
wa s foreca st for the mea sure In 
the senate, with prohibition forces 
prepared 
to 
make 
a 
last 
stand 
a gainst it. 
Governor William H. Murray has 
not said whether he would sign the 
bill, if passed. 
The proposed law provides a tax 
on fountain bevera ges in addition 
to fixing license fees and ta xes on 
3.2 per cent “ near beer,” which is 
defined as non-intoxicating. 
Legisla tive 
leaders 
pointed 
out 
that the tax on soft drinks might 
become effective even if the beer 
legislation 
provisions 
of 
the 
bill 
w'ere overthrown in a court test. 
The soft drink tax, favored by the 
administration, w’as a part of the 
luxury tax bill which was killed re­ 
cently. 
The beer bill, if ena cted into law, 
would not become effective until 90 
days after adjournment of the leg­ 
islature. Opponents thus would have 
time to carry it to the people in 
a referendum.

It is thou glit tliat egg p rodu c­ 
tion may not he larger for some 
time to come. The reasu n given for 
this estim ate is the higher jiercent- 
age of late liatched p u llets, and 
also becau se it is dou btfu l whether 
tliis winter will be as mild as that 
'-’of a year ago. 
Aside from this, the storage situ ­ 
ation is more favorable. 
Uoldlngs 
of case eggs on Sep tember 1 were 
34 p er cent below those on the cor­ 
resp onding date last year, and 37 
p er cent below the average of the 
last five years.

F ro m ih^ Cape G irarde a a S o uth e ast M isso unan. 
A recent press dispatch fro m Sto ck­ 
ho lm remarks that the migratio n o f wo rk­ 
ing men to suburban ho mes in that city is 
go ing fo rw'ard at a rapid pace. 
The city o wms a v ast belt o f gro und 
surro unding the city, and it has leased 
building lo ts and pro v ided pav ing, water 
and lights so that lo w-priced residential 
districts may be dev elo ped to take the 
place o f city slums. 
As a result, Sto ck­ 
ho lm is enriched by a ring o f pleasant su­ 
burban settlements which hav e the charm 
and quiet o f co untry to wns but which are 
within the 
reach— financial 
and o ther­ 
wise— o f wo rkers in the city facto ries. 
Here might be a scheme into w^hich 
American cities co uld lo o k wdth pro fit. 
To be sure, it smacks o f paternalism, go v - 
ernment-in-business, so cialism and w'hat- 
no t; but apparently it is a slum-elimina- 
tio n scheme o f extreme practicability.

There has been little 
change in po pulatio n.

mo re o f the indiv idual and business do l­ 
lar go es to go v ernment than at any o ther 
time in o ur histo ry. 
During 1933 it is es­ 
timated that taxes will take at least 30 
per cent o f the natio nal inco me. 
Taxatio n is as serio us 
an 
eco no mic 
pro blem as w’e hav e ev er faced. There 
has been, o n the o ne hand, an unprece­ 
dented co llapse in inco mes and v alues— 
o n the o ther an unprecedented o rgy o f 
go v ernment spending and indebtedness. 
Until taxes are reduced, there can be no 
reco v ery— unless taxes are reduced we 
face a black future.

This is more dang erous to 
peace than an open quarrel. 
A diplomat should nev er allow his feel­ 
ing s to g et the better of him, ev en when 
pestered w'ith newspaper men, but should 
alway s remain his urbane 
smiling 
self 
with the g rease pot in hand. Being a poor 
propag andist is something to weep about 
— not to flaunt.

TIME MOVES

NOTED HGURE OF 
MISSOURI CAMPUS 
DIES IN COLUMBIA 


‘Daddy’ Defo e, 7 3, Pro fes­ 
so r Emeritus, Revered 
by M. U. Students 


COLUMBIA, Mo., April 1.—Luther 
M. 
Defoe, 
73, 
emertius 
professor 
of mechanics 
in the 
engineering 
school at the Univ ersity of Missouri 
and popularly k nown as “Daddy” 
Defoe to thousands of students and 
alumni of the univ ersity, died late 
today at his home here. 
He reached retirement age last 
September, thus bringing to a close 
nearly 40 years as a faculty mem­ 
ber. 
Mr. Defoe became well k nown to 
the student body as chairman of 
the dicipline committee. 
He par­ 
ticipated in all the student activ i­ 
ties, aiding in driv es for funds for 
v arious purposes and attending the 
athletic contests. 
R. L. Hill, univ ersity alumni re­ 
corder, often said the univ ersity's 
graduates rev ered Mr. Defoe as the 
most popular teacher in the school. 
He had been ill for sev eral week s. 
Mr. 
Defoe 
began 
his 
college 
training here and wa^ a graduate 
of Harv ard. 
He began his teach­ 
ing career here in 1893.^ 
His widow, Mrs. Cora Eitzen De­ 
foe, surv iv es. 
^ 
Fourteen years of serv ice at the 
head of the Univ ersity of Missouri 
dicipline committee w’on for Luther 
M. Defoe the comradeship of thou­ 
sands of students and the affection­ 
ate title, “Daddy.” 
He 
w’as 
so 
k nown to thousands of engineers 
who had learned more than just 
mechanics from him In the college 
of engineering. 
As chairman of the disciplinary 
body, before the office of dean of 
men was 
established, 
Defoe was 
nev er k now’n to harshly oust a stu­ 
dent. 
Friends of this tactum, k ind­ 
ly scholar w’ere w’ont to tell of his 
k indly manner of dealing w’ith stu­ 
dents. 
A first offense, If not too fla­ 
grant, Wcls excused by the discipl­ 
inarian 
with 
an 
admonition 
to 
“nev er do it again.” The profes­ 
sor was credited with hav ing w’on- 
derfiil intuitiv e pow’ers in the de­ 
tection of untruth. 
On the second 
prov ocation, Defoe would ask , In 
his Inoffensiv e, humorous w’ay, if 
the recalcitrant student didn’t think 
he had better return home for a 
semester 
or 
so 
to 
think 
things 
ov er. 
The student usually agreed 
and was released with a clean rec­ 
ord. 
Students phrased their praise 
of him thus: 
“A professor we sw'ear by . . . 
not at.” 
Defoe 
W’as 
born 
in 
Moniteau 
county in 1860, the son of pioneer 
folk s. 
With two-years’ teaching ex­ 
perience, one as principal of the 
Platts burg high school, Defoe en­ 
tered th^ state univ ersity in 1881. 
For six years, the last two as tutor, 
he attended the univ ersity. 
A year 
later he receiv ed the A. B. degree 
from Harv ard and then spent a year 
in 
Cambridge 
Univ ersity, 
doing 
graduate w’ork in mathematics. De­ 
foe returned to Missouri in 1893 
as assistant professor of 
mathe­ 
matics and in 1902 he became pro­ 
fessor of mechanics In the college 
of engineering.

‘« Whereas the co ngress by jo int 
reso lutio n has autho rized and re­ 
quested the president o f the United 
States o f America to pro claim an­ 
nually that May Day is child health 
day; and 
“ Whereas 
the 
health, and 
wel­ 
fare o f o ur children .co ncern no t 
o nly their parents, but also the 
natio n at large; and 
“ Whereas the o bservance o f such 
a day gives us o ppo rtunity to unite 
in furthering the health and pro tec­ 
tio n o f o ur children;

The gYorage 
amateur 
gardener 
finds it rather a puzzling and diffi­ 
cult task in planting his garden on 
paper to figure out practical com­ 
binations of v egetables which it is

A woman with whom he was said 
by officers to have lived is being 
sought as a possible recipient of 
the $5,000 or $6,000 tak en in the 
bank robbery. 
Police said they had received in­ 
formation more than three months 
ago that a band of men intended to 
rob the Leavenworth bank “about 
April" and get rid of the loot before 
re-entering Kansas City, Kas. 
Two of the men, Joe Porello, 39 , 
and Sam Marrow, 24, leaped from 
their car and surrendered without 
a fight. A moment later the big se­ 
dan used in the robbery appeared 
and Shorter fired five bursts at the 
officers. 
He was struck tw-elve times by 
their return fire. The car w-as turn 
ed about and driven 
aw ay. 
The two w-ounded men .Charles 
Muller, shot in the head and Joe 
Cruso, wounded in the hand, were 
rounded up by police several block s 
away. 
Kansas City police records show 
that 
Shorter was k nown also as 
William Shorter and w-as released 
from the state penitentiary in 19 14 
after serving fourteen months of 
two years for grand larceny.

OF POULTRY LOUSE 


E radication Sim ple M atter, 
Specialist Says. 


By R. E. GRAY. Extension Poultry man. 
Ohio S tate University.— W'NU Service. 
Controlling the inroads of the 
poultry louse upon the production 
of the farm ilock is a relatively sim­ 
ple task . 
The first symptoms of 
lice infestation are droopiness, low’- 
ered wings, and ruffled feathers. In 
young chick s, diarrhea follows and 
chick ens often die in a few days; 
or in older chick s they sometimes 
fall prey to various other diseases. 
Mature birds sometimes are very 
heavily infested without showing 
much ill effects, but usually the egg 
yield is lik ely to decrease with a 
heavy 
lice 
infestation. 
In other 
cases, the mature bird may lose 
weight and die as a result of these 
little rapacious w-arrior.s. 
Perhaps one of the best ways of 
controlling lice Is by the use of 
nicotine sulphate. This material Is 
applied to the top part of the 
perches .lust before the birds go to 
roost. 
The essential thing Is to get 
as small a quantity as possible 
along the roosts and yet have some 
; along the entire length of the roost. 
Although nicotine sulpliate is very 
expensive, it has been found that a 
teacupful of the material is enough 
to treat the perches in a house witli 
a capacity of 250 birds,

Just as some poultrymen were tov. 
pessimistic a year ago, some of 
them may be too optimistic now. 
Prospective flock ow-ners should not 
get over-enthusiastic on the basis 
of profitable egg prices during the 
last months of 19 32. 
Poultry and eggs bring In more 
than 11 per cent of the millions in 
Illinois cash farm Income, which 
explains w-hy good egg prices should 
be hailed with optimism. However, 
there is little reason why flock own­ 
ers as a group should adopt a gen­ 
eral expansion program. 
Undoubt­ 
edly, for some an increase In size of 
would be justifiable. 
However, any 
mark ed 
Increase 
in 
the poultry 
business should depend largely upon 
the advisability of a good mark et, 
other farm activities, the experi­ 
ences of the operator and the rela­ 
tive importance of poultry to other 
farm enterprises within the area. 
Probably the best plan for most 
people during the year would be to 
follow a normal procedure and do 
the best possible. The “in and out­ 
er" has seldom made money. What 
poultry prices will do during the 
coming year is problematical. 
Any w-ild optimism at this time 
would be as foolish as the loose 
think ing and floollsh pessimism of 
a year ago. At that time egg prices 
in February, March, April, May and 
June caused many people to become 
unwisely discouraged. 
They decid­ 
ed to quit their interest in poultry 
and drift along. Consequently, when 
egg prices reached the profitable 
level, only those flock owners who 
had maintained their interest were 
prepared to tak e advantage of the 
situation.

Instead of substituting, there has 
been considerable subtracting done 
in feeding poultry, and as a conse 
quence, some poultrymen are fail 
ing to get the Income they should 
from their flock s. 
Roy S. Dearstyne, head 
of the 
poultry department at North Caro­ 
lina state college, says considering 
Its great importance, feeds and feed­ 
ing for poultry is generally less un 
derstood than any other pliase 
of thi 
Industry. 
This lack of information 
Is shown especially when an 
at 
tempt is made to substitute certalr 
feeds on hand at home for those 
which should be purchased 
or ex­ 
changed. 
Mr. Dearstyne declares that poul 
try requires a balanced ration con­ 
taining protein, carbohydrates, fats 
minerals and vitamins in an avail 
able form. 
These should be given 
in the quantity and of the quality 
to maintain tlie bodily vigor of the 
fowls and permit them to lay ac­ 
cording to their highest ability. It 
is important to give the birds plenty 
of water, because the fowl’s body Is 
55 per cent water and the egg Is 
over 65 per cent water. 
Animal proteins as supplied 
by 
fish meal, meat meal or milk prod­ 
ucts are also necessary. 
It Is not 
enough to rely on the vegetable 
proteins supplied In certain 
of the 
grain feeds. 
The fats supplied by grain 
feed 
are usually enough for poultry, but 
minerals should be supplied by bone 
meal, oyster shell, limestone, rock 
phosphate and sa lt 
Mineral 
defi­ 
ciencies in the ration are common.

A wide difference between the 
price and the value of eggs and the 
superiority of values represented by 
branded or trade-marked eggs were 
found by a class In poultry market* 
Ing recently, 
when the students 
made a study of several different 
grades of eggs. 
The students, un­ 
der the supervision of John H. Von- 
dell, their Instructor, prepared a 
score 
card, 
assigning 
values 
to 
such 
characteristics 
as 
weight, 
cleanness, internal quality, size o f 
air cell, which is an indication of 
freshness, and uniformity of size 
and color. 
Eggs which could not 
be faulted on any of these charc- 
teristlcs were assigned a value o f 
53 cents, which was the retail price 
of Massachusetts Special eggs at 
that time. 
The students examined eggs of 
each grade, scoring them carefully 
and rating them on the basis of the 
total score. 
The results indicated 
the wide variation between price 
and quality In eggs handled by some 
stores. 
The highest quality eggs avail­ 
able were those sold as Massachu­ 
setts Specials, bearing the label 
provided by the State Department 
of Agriculture. 
These eggs had a 
quality rating of 52 cents, while 
priced at 53 cents. Perhaps the best 
values for price were trade-marked 
brands of cold storage eggs, han­ 
dled by a local store. 
These eggs 
were priced at 33 cents and had a 
quality value of 43 cents. Another 
lot of trade-marked cold storage 
eggs sold at the same price and had 
a quality value of 39 cents.
